MINNEAPOLIS POST-OFFICE ROBBERY. 


Billy Connors Held by Commissioner Hoyne 
° for the Grand-Jury. 


CuicaGo, April 16.—John W. O'Connor, 
better known as ‘* Billy ’’ Connors, 
was held for the Federal Grand-jury 
to-day by Commissioner Hoyne on a 
charge that he, with Bobby 
Adams, participated in the Minneapolis Post- 
office robbery. The bail was placed at $5,000.

District Attor- 
ney Ewing then rested the prosecution, 
when Mrs. Mary O'Connor, mother of 
the prisoner, took the stand and said 
her son was in Ohicago at the time 
the burglary was committed. On cross- 
examination, however, she became mixed, 
and admitted that at one time her son was out 
of the city.

THE GOVERNMENT FAILS TO SUPPORT ITS 
CHARGES AGAINST POTEE. 


Recorder Malloy Hopes to Escape on a 
Technicality—Clearing Up the Docket of 
the United States Circuit Court—Argu- 
ments in the Cases of O’Connor, Ber- 
gesch, Guion and McCormack — The 
Grand-Jury Preparing More Indictments 
— Threats of Peaching. 


The Goverument sustained its first defeat 
yésterday in the United States Circuit Court in 
the prosecution of the election frauds when 
the jury in the case of Charles Potee returned 
averdict of not guilty on both counts of the 
indictment. Potee was a deputy recorder for 
the Second Ward and was accused of having 
illegally entered sixteen names on the books. 
The evidence against Potee was not con- 
vinecing, Had the jury been permitted to find 
@ verdict by inference the result would 
undoubtedly have been different, for while 
the defense counterbalanced the proof of the 
prosecution, it did not disprove the inferences 
drawn therefrom by the Government’s repre- 
sentatives. The case prepared against Patee 
wes not sufficient to warrant conviction. On 
the stand the defendant answered all ques- 
tions promptly, admitting that he had writ- 
ten the names charged, but giving an ex- 
planation for his action in each in- 
stance. Mr. Marshall, his attorney, 
made a very plain presentation of the 
weak points in the Government’s case. 
W hen the jury retired, after receiving the in- 
structions which defined the responsibilities 
of the prosecution and suggested the short- 
comings of the Government’s case, they dis- 
cussed the testimony for half an hour, and 
then returned a verdict of not guilty. Potee 
was discharged. 

OTHER CASES. 

Several of the defendants, whose cases are 
still on the docket, are charged with similar 
offenses. They were not officers of 


registration, but are accused of having 
faisely impersonated voters and entered their 
names on the registration books in various 
wards. The case of Deputy Sheriff Joseph 
O’Connor was one of this class. Judges Brewer 
and Thayer are divided on the question raised 
in these cases. In each instance there are 
batches of names written in the same hand. 
The attorneys for the defendants raise the 
point that their clients could not have ‘‘im- 
personated, as they could not have 
gone before a recorder and represented 
that they were ten or twelve ersons 
at the same time. The counsel for the 
Government hold that this was a part of the 
plan of the confederates and that if the names 
appear on the books under the oath that is 
the evidence of impersonation. Judge Thayer 
has expressed Himself as of the opinion that 
the indictment should be drawn under the 
clause describing ‘‘unilawful acts“ in connec- 
tion with elections. A divided court, in the 
event of conviction, would act as a stay of ex- 
ecution of sentence until the confirma- 
tion the sentence by the Su- 

reme Court. The District Attorney 

s anxious to clear the docket, and will argue 
the point before Judges Brewer and Thayer 
next Monday. If the divided opinion is main- 
tained, the cases will be prosecuted under the 
present indictment, or under anew indictment 
altering the wording of the charge. The Gov- 
érnment has not yet decided upon the plan of 
the prosecution of these cases. 
MALLOY'’s MOTION. 

This morning a motion in arrest of judgment 
was flied in the case of Recorder Thomas J. 
Malloy who was convicted on a charge of 
making false entries on the registration books. 
Malloy was first indicted by the pong eet oe | 
in the District Court. The case was certified 
up to the District Court for trial, but when it 
was docketed it was discovered that 
the indictment. located the offense in 
the Ninth instead of the Eighth Oongressional 
District. To wy sey | this a new indictment 
was returned by the Circuit Court Grand-jary. 
This was returned to court, and when the jury 
was called it was substituted for the old indict- 
ment. Malloy’s attorneys now ciaim that sen- 
tence should not be passed on him, as he was 
never called upon to plead to the new in- 
dictment. The Government replies 
that the facts concerning the indictment 
were announced in open court and in the pres- 
ence of the defendant and his attorneys. It is 
further claimed that, according to the holding 
ofthe Court in the Busby case, Malloy was 
only charged with a misdemeanor, and it made 
no difference whether the defendant was pres- 
ent or not, and, consequently, it was of 
no importance whether he was arraigned 
to plead. Malloy’s attorneys are confident 
that their client will be given a new trial 
as they say they can produce dozens of cases 
bearing directly on the question at issue. 

JURORS EXCUSED. 

The jurors summoned for duty in the United 
States Circuit Court bave now been in daily 
attendance for two weeks, and several of them 
from distant points are anxious to return to 
their homes and business.

Of the twenty-two cases certified from the 
District to the United States Circuit Court all 
the most important have been tried, with the

(report of the returns so as to count 
in he Congressional election in favor of Mr. 
Frank. On Monday arguments will be made 
in the remaining cases. Over sixty will still 
remain in the DistrictCourt docketed for the 
first Monday in May. These are principally 
indictments against judges and clerks of 
election.

They present a most peculiar com- 
bination of the Scotch and Indian 
types, the dark skin and * h cheek 
bones of the Indian, with the light hair 
and blue eyes of the Scotchman. Physi- 
cally, they are a splendid race, bein 
lithe, tall and muscular, and are the bes 
and most enduring runners I ever saw, 
traveling hundreds of miles through the 
woods in the dead of winter with incredi- 
ble rapidity. All speak French, but the 
broad Scotch burr is perce tible in their 
pronunciation, making their language a 
most remarkable one. They are famous 
hunters and trappers, and, when 
not drunk, very peaceable. They took no 
part in the recent uprising in the North- 
west, as they have no affiliations with the 
French half-breeds or Indians, but form 
a little community by themselves. As 
voyageurs they are unequaled and are the 
happiest beings I eversaw. They do not 
take kindly to life in villages or towns, 
and are fast moving away before the ad- 
vance of civilization, but 1 fear that those 
who take their place will not have their 
virtues.

Navigation Company, because the rates 
charged by the former on its share of the 
transportation of through business are 
not the result of any ‘‘arrangement 
between the two carriers for a continuous 
carriage or shipment“ from Oregon to 
San Francisco. 
Judge Drapy holds that the section ap- 


portation under ‘‘one control, manage- 
ment or arrangement,” and finds that 
each of the two links of this line of inter- 
state commerce is operated free from any 
such control or arrangement. While act- 
ing concurrently in the reduction of rates, 
each over its only line, to meet the com- 
petition of other routes, each does so in- 
dependently andis free to do otherwise 
and to change rates regardless of the 
other. All of the railroad’s share of the

RIVER AND RAIL COMPETITION. 


IN railroad management there is a point 
beyond which competition becomes in- 
jurious to the public and to all con- 
cerned. That point is certainly reached 
and passed when railroad combinations 
make losing rates to competing points on 
rivers, on purpose to bankrupt and destroy 
river competition, expecting to recoup 
themselves by extra charges on shorter, 
hauls to non-competing points, or by rais- 
ing rates to the river points after river 
comhpetition has been destroyed. The 
Commission, it is to be hoped, will 
not aid them in any such strategy as that. 
The long and short haul clause was 
inserted on purpose to stop that 
game. Where railroad rates between 
river points are so lowthat the railroad 
cannot render the service without posi- 
tive loss, and cannot afford to make them 
unless it is permitted to recoup by assess- 
ing the loss on intermediate, non-com- 
peting points, and charging more for the 
short than for the long haul, we have a 
clear, prima facie case of unfair compe- 
tition, an attempt to suppress fair compe- 
tition by means that are unjust and in- 
jurious to the public welfare. The 
public interest requires that our 
water-way transportation shall have a 
fair chance to exert its full utility as a 
regulator of transportation rates. If rail- 
roads can do river business fairly as cheap 
as steamboats, or even cheaper than 
barge lines, let them do it. But this is 
very different from letting them over- 
charge non-competing points in order that 
they may do the business of river points 
for less than cost, and thus bankrupt 
every company that dares to build a 
freight boat.

FOREIGN ECHOES. 


Ir is said that on learning the news of the 
latest attempt on his life the Czar was so fu 
rious that even the Czarina had to quit his 
presence. Since then the Czar has retired in- 
to the strictest seclusion at the Castle of Gats- 
china,the only place where he feels safe. Even 
here extra precautions have been taken, and 
according to the opinion of those acquainted 
with the details, acamel might as well attempt 
to pass through the eye ofa needle as an as- 
sassin into the presence of the Emperor of all 
the Russias. But who can forget the blowing- 
up of the dining-room ofthe Winter Garden 
by a mine fired in the very guard-room of the 
former Emperor’s faithful Finnish guard. 

ENGLISH periodicals, in discussing the re- 
markabie coincidences found in Rider Hag- 
gard’s two most celebrated novels (‘*She’’ 
being « reproduction of Moore’s ‘‘Epicu- 
rean,’’ and the poem in Jess an almost ver- 
batim copy of some lines which appeared in 
several English ‘periodicals, including the 
widely-read Guardian, in 1874), naturally feel 
some delicacy in openly branding the novel- 
ist as a plagiarist. American readers 
and journals, however, need feel no such deli- 
cacy. Nothing on earth, no explanations that 
can be given by mortal lips, can absolve 
the author from the guilt of plagiarism, as 
plagiarism is understood in a literary sense 
to-day. The supposition that the author of 
‘*She’’ has never read Moore’s ‘‘Epicurean’’ 
is absurd; the hypothesis that a poem copied 
word for word from an old periodical could 
spring whole from the second writer’s brain is 
childish. One coincident might be explained, 
but not—not both. The only excuse to be 
found for Mr. Rider Haggard is that previous 
writers of renown plagiarized widely and with 
impunity, and Mr. Haggard possibly feit him- 
self at liberty to follow in their steps. 


ALL the natural cuteness of America has not 
succeeded in solving the knotty problem of 
theatrical headgear. The hats in American 
theaters are just as stipular and worn with as 
much persistent effrontery as though nothing 
had been said on the subject. A Brussels 
manager has solved the problem by a simple 
notice, posted in the vestibule of his theater: 
Only ladies of a certain age are allowed to 
wear bonnets in the body of the house.’’ 
No lady has yet been found who considers 
herself qualified to avail herself of the per- 
mission. Every bonnetis carefully removed 
inthe dressing-room, the consequence being 
that occupants of the back benches can see 
the play without difficulty. 


VIENNA has been thrown into a condition of 
considerable discomfort by an outbreak of 
suicidal mania among children. A short 
time ago a young iad, the idolized son of 
wealthy parents, threw himself from the tower 
of St. Augustin’s Ohurch, leaving no 
explanation and no clue to the 
motive for his conduct save an 
announcement to a playmate that he 
proposed doing so because he was sick of 
life. Aweekor so ago two lads, playmates 
under 14 years ofage, were found in a vine- 
yard in a dying condition, each with a revolver 
in his hand. In the pocket of both were short 
notes, one reading: My name is Frank Geist. 
Iam l4 years ot age. My father is a grocer. 
Dear parents, forgive me my faults and sins; 
I cannot help it, I must die.“ The 
note found on the other boy ran: 
My name is Franz Helm. I am 16 years old 
and was acompositor apprentice in the Au- 
guetiner Strasse. I have shot myself and 
Frank also, because I led him astray.’’ There 
have been two other recent cases, all appar- 
ently causeless. .The suicides have caused a 
most painful impressionin Vienna, the more 
so thateach case was absolutely incompre- 
hensible, save on the ground of abute mania. 


Some discussion is going on in the English 
press respecting the accommodation in court- 
houses and other places for prisoners awaiting 
trial at assizes and sessions. In many towns 
the prisoners, male and female mixed, are 
crowded in small rooms as thickly as sheep in 
a pen, where the worst evils of that promis- 
cuous association, against which it 
has long deen a primary object 
of modern prison digcipline to guard, 
must be encountered for hours and even days 
together by children, women and men who 
may be, and in many bases are, Innocen 


Ir is generally. supposed that America is 
about the only country which snffers ex- 
tensively from European emigration, if Can- 
ada and Australia be placed outside the ques- 
tion. Persons not posted would also estimate 
East London as one of the principal sources 
from which the stream of incoming paupers 
flows. It is now stated, however, that 
the London slums merely serve 
as a sort of reservoir or large lake, 
with an inlet from the Continent of Europe 
and an outlet into this favored land. Those 
coming in are ‘principally Russian Jews and 
Poles, all paupers, who are poured out of Ger- 
many, Russia and Austria into the slums of 
East London in numbers aggregating some one 
million and eight hundred thousand odd 3 
year. These slums, being already full, must 
necessarily discharge their surplus water 
somewhere, and they do it into America and 
the British Colonies. As St. James very truly 
remarks, it is time such a state of things came 
to an end. 

Grievandes Make Issues. 
From the New York WoRLD. 

The Democratic party does not represent to- 
day, in power, as much of a characteristic, dis- 
tinctive, aggressive principle and issue as it 
did before. Thenit cried aloud against un- 
necessary and unjust taxation, against boss- 
ism, rascals, rings, corruption, corporation 
influence and the tyranny of monopolies and 
corporate capital. And now? 

The taxes are not reduced. Oorruption is 
still unpunished, A plutocracy has strength- 
ened itself in the Senate, and honest 
poverty stands no better chance than 
before to assert itself in politics 
or m government. These are real 
grievances. And while we agpreciate the ad- 
vantage to the President, asa possible candi- 
date tor re-election, of the effective plea to 
let wellenough alone, should business be 
prosperous next year, it would be unwise to 
ignore the dissatisfaction of the masses, as 
evinced in the recent elections. The plain 
lesson is that the President and his party 
must seize upon one or more of the living 
issues that await settlement, and force it to 
the front, if they wish to succeed. There 
would be no desertions if there were a strong 
cause, a flag, and a leader to appeal to the 
hearts and the interests of the voters. 


Trade With Canada, 
From the Philadelphia Record. 

The Toronto Globe publishes a number of 
letters from intelligent Canadian farmers, who 
all appear to favor reciprocal trade with the 
United States. Someofthem go so far as to 
advocate free trade and the abolition of the 
custom-houses. On some articles of which the 
Canadian farmers have a surplus, and for 
which there is really no other murket than the 
United States, they are obliged to pay the 
tariff duties, or, what is equivalent, to sell at 
prices that permit American purchasers 
to pay the duties. Manufactured 
goods sold in the United States for con- 
sumption in Canada are disposed of by the 
makers at a reciprocal disadvantage. Both 
countries lose the advantages of nearness and 
of reciprocal advantages in exchanging the 
commodities thatarein excess of home de- 
mand or unprofitable or impossible of home 
production. We want the Canadian bariey, 
horses, fish and lumber, and the Canadians 
want our cotton, tobacco and manufactures of 
iron and steel. Our trade, if unrestricted, 
would be doubled with mutual advantage, and 
all of the irritating disputes that now arise out 
of antagonizing commercial interests would 
be permanently and amicably settied. 


Appomattox Forgotten, 
From the New York Times. 

Probably not one person in 10,000 yesterday 
remembered, unless his attention was spe- 
cially called to the fact, thatthe day was the 
anniversary of the surrender of Lee’s army at 
Appomattox, the practical downfall of the 
Southern Confederacy. That event was mo- 
mentous enough in its issues to have been 
made the subject of annual national celebra- 
tion, but a wiser, as well as more generous 
policy long ago decided that none of the bat- 
tlefields or the flelds of surrender in the civil 
strife should be made the subject of public 
commemoration of this sort. Certain it is 
that if any one event in the war had been se- 
lected for this purpose the choice would have 
fallen upon the decisive capituiation of the 
Army of Northern Virginia on the 9th of April, 
1865, but, as we have seen, the day passes in- 
stead without recognition, save where some 
little society of veterans may have chosen it 
as a period for annual reunion. Very likely 
for the greater part even of those surviving 
soldiers who on one side or the other took 
part in the great events of April, 1865, this an- 
niversary habitually goes by unnoticed. 


Protected ‘¢Combines.’’ 


From the Courier-Journal. 

It appears that our present system of indus- 
trial protection is developing unexpected ca- 
pacities fora pension annex. The manufact- 
urers of barb fencing wire have gone intoa 
‘‘combine’’ against the land interests for the 
purpose of hoisting the price register. There 
has been the usual tending toan overproduc- 
tion, which naturally obtains in the 
protected interests, and it has been de- 
cided to stop this and prevent free com- 
petition from ocheapening their product 
by creating a pool-fund to pay wire mills to 
stop running. Mills which will agee to stop 
are to be paid an annuity of $250 per ton on 
their running capacity, and it is supposed that 
50 per cent of the milis will accept the terms. 
The people who buy this wire will probably 
appreciate the fact that the protective duty 
which they pay inthe price is one-half for 
protecting production and one-half for pen- 
sioning non-production. This new wrinkle in 
protection is so yery neat that we may as well 
look out for imitations.

Commissioner Colman’s New Rules for the 


Extirpation of the Disease, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 16.—The Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture has issued a new set of 
rules governing the operations of the Depart- 
mentin the suppression and extirpation of 
pleuro-pneumonia and other infectious dis- 
eases. The Chief of the Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry is required to send inspectors to points 

here he has reason to believe any contagious 


isease of cattle exists. The Inspector 
required, in case he finds the disease 
ually existg, to impose temporary quaran- 
ne, notify are owners and warning them 
not to remo, the guarantined animals, under 
the penalties imposed by Congress. The chief 
ofthe Bureau of Animal Industry is required 
to report to the Commissioner whenever he is 
Satisfied that contagious disease exists in a 
locality, and that there is danger of its spread- 
ing to other States and Territories, whereupon 
the Commissioner will quarantine that local- 
ity, cause the diseased animals to be 
slaughtered and the infected premises to 
be disinfected. Should any animal 
be permitted to go into such premises before 
the disinrection is officially declared complete, 
a second disinfection will be ordered at the 
expense of the owner. All quarantined ani- 
’ mais will be regarded as affected with con- 
tagious disease and any person moving them 
from the infected district will be prosecuted. 
The Chief of the Bureau may cause exposed 
animals to be slaughtered whenever it is 
deemed necessary to prevent the spread of 
the disorder from one State or Territory to 
another. Provision is made forthe appraisal 
of and payment for the slaughtering of ani- 
mals. henever itisdeemed necessary by 
the Chief of the Bureau to supervise aod in- 
spect any lines of transportation doing busi- 
ness in more than one State, and the boats, 
cars and stockyards in connection therewith, 
he is required to designate suitable inspect- 
ors and make necessary regulations for 
the quarantine and disinfection of such boats, 
cars and stock- yards as are suspected of being 
affected with disease.

THE BITERS BIT, 


How Low Brothers Failed to Get a Corner 
on Tea. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, April 16.—There is a broad smile 
in the tea trade over the left-handed success 
which has attended the recent attempt of Low 
Brothers to get up a corner in teas. Ever 
since the senior Mr. Low went out of the firm 
the younger brothers have been striving for a 
profitable use to which to put their large 
capital, They found that old-timers 
had learned how to give better presents 
with small packages better than they could 
afford to do, and, being unwilling to 


sell adulterated goods, they retired from 
this business considerably the worse for 
wear. When Seth Low returned from Europe 
he had anew scheme. The practical effect of 
it was noted when everybody who had any 
Amoy on hand found that the Lows wanted it. 
The Amoy is the third or cheapest grade of 
Oolong, Formosa being the best and Foochow 
the second grade. Importers and dealers 
soon become aware of this scheme and the 
price of Amoy went up. Some pretty neat 
profits were made, but still the Lows bought 
until they had 60,000 packages in their ware- 
houses and the market was about empty. 
About February 1 they began putting their tea 
on the market through the big auction 
house of R H. Montgomery & Co., and each 
Thursday since the trade has attended a re- 
served sale of high grrde teas by order of Low 
& Brother.’’ This was an innovation, for tea 
is usually auctioned off without reserve. It 
showed the Lows were fearfui that a job would 
be put up on them and deemed it expedient to 
— a hold upon their products, which would 
enable them to withdraw a large sbare of their 
cornered stuff whenever the bidding went 
againstthem. The upshot ef the speculation 
has been far from satisfactory. ey have 
only sold 25,000 out of 60,000 packages, 
much of it at a loss upon the purchase 
price, and they will soon have to face another 
crop. The trade, when it found a scarcity in 
Amoy, suddenly discovered the virtue of a 
dozen other varieties and forced them on the 
market, and as the general retail trade is not 
particular, there was no troublein filling the 
place of the cornered grade of Oolong. Dealers 
say it is all nonsense to try and corner tea,for, 
with four crops ayear, the supply is practi- 
cally unlimited. They declare that the 
days of large profits onacargo of tea are 
past, and that the Lows cannot expect 
to make money now as they did in the days 
ofsailing ships. The Low Brothers declined 
to talk about thecorner. An intimate friend 
of theirs said that they had not intended to 
corner the market, but my sought a good 
investment for their huge capital. He did not 
deny that they had made rather a bad dar-

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THE LABOR PROBLEM 


BEPRESENTATIVE CRAIN ON THE LAWS 
ENACTED BY CONGRESS. 


Ameliorating the Condition of Laboring 
Men—tThe President's Special Message— 
No Cause for Complaint Against the 
Democratic Party—The Laber Party in 
Politics—Foran for Governor of Ohio. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DIsPATCH. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., April 16.—Congress- 
man Crain of Texas, one of the most promi- 
nent of the House Labor Committee of the last 
Congress and author of the arbitration bill, 
which was passed at the first session, has de- 
voted a great deal of study to the labor 
problem. Mr. Crain was also a member of the 
special committee to investigate the Missouri 
Pacific strike in the Southwesta year ago. 
Mr. Crain was asked by the Post-DisParcH 
reporter what was done by the Forty-ninth 
Congreas for the benefit of the laboring men. 
The Forty-ninth Congress, he replied, 
*fenacted several laws and the House passed 
quite a number of bills. The object was to 
ameliorate the condition of the laboring men. 
Among others may be enumerated the laws 
whereby millions of acres of land were re- 
stored tothe public domain and thus sub- 
jected to pre-emption and homestead loca- 
tions; the bills to incorporate national trades- 
unions; to protect mechanics, laborers and 
servants in their wagos, applicable to the 
District ef Columbia;to prohibit the hiring 
out of prisoners; to prevent the employ- 
ment of convicts and alien labor 
upon public buildings, and to regu- 
late the manner of letting contracts there- 
for, so as to prevent competition with 
honest labor; to amend the act prohibiting 
the importation of aliens under contracts to 
perform laborinthe United States in sucha 
way as to make the original law effective. 
This amendment puts the execution of the 
law inthe hands of State officials, and pro- 
vides for the return of the obnoxious persons 
to the countries from whence they came 
at the expense of the  vessel-owners. 
In addition to this may be mentioned several 
measures which were passed at the request of 
the mechanics and laborers, and the laber 
arbitration bill. The object of this bill was to 
afford, at Government expense, tribunals of 
arbitration to which interstate railroad cor- 
porations and their employes might appeal 
for the adjustment of their differences. Arbi- 
tration was favored by Mr. Powderly, by Mr. 
Gould, who was at the head of the Missouri 
Pacific Railroad system, and by President

Novelist and .Poet Combine 
Their Efforts. 


A Bad Day for the Great Nui- 
sance. 
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The Warfare Still Rages—Ex-Councilman 
Devoy Takes Off His Gloves—The Dust as 
a Destroyer of Neighborly Harmony—An 
Easy Plan Proposed—A Story and Song 
of the Dust. 


The dust demon reveals himself in anew 
light to-day. Ordinarily he is supposed to 
thrive in sunshine and clear skies, but to-day 
he is found to be just as pervasive in chill and 
gloom. In fact, he is above all changes in 
temperature and can only be subdued by 
providential interference in the shape of rain- 
storms. 

The people of the city may have known this 
before, but the fact was brought home to 
them to-day in a way that will 
never let the picture fade from 
their minds. The PostT-DISPATCH crusade 
has so quickened the public mind that the 
first thought of everybody when he arose 
shivering this morning was that there would 
be no dust to-day. The husband put on 
his overcoat and started to walk 
down town in the cool, bracing air, 
20 degrees colder than yesterday. He looked 
clean and fresh and his eye was bright. When 
he reached the first corner where the wind 
could catch him, he was lost in 
a cloud of white dust. When he 
emerged on the other side of the street, he 
was spluttering angrily to get the dust out of 
his mouth, his eyes were filled with 
the dry atoms, and a look of 
disgust had settled on his erstwhile 
smiling face. With a muttered curse upon thé 
nuisance, he took the firstcar and arrived at 


he could do, starting the day’s work an angry 
man. 

With the wife at home the same story is re- 
peated. After breakfast she opened the front 
door and said: ‘‘Nowforafine airing! What 
a blessed thing this cool air 1s. 

But the demon saw the open door and 
swept down the street in a blinding cloud. 
He went into the parlor, the dining-room, 
and blew his blasting breath upon 
tables, chairs, carpets and cur- 
tains, and even penetrated into the 
privacy of the pantry and coated the crockery 
with his defiling touch. There was nothing to 
do but submit, and like a dutiful wife she 
did. But she brushed the dust off her lips and 
sang the following refrain, which will find a 
sad echo in everv housewife’s heart: 


And the dust, it still is sifting, still is sifting, 
Still is sifting, 
On my crockery and my china, and the car- 
pets on the floor. 


And its presence has the seeming 
Of a demon that is dreaming, 


And it slips in when I open just an Inch of the 
front door. 
And my life in this dark dust-cloud that is 
floating over all— - 
Will remain wormwood and gall. 


From this gloomy scene it was a pleasure to 
turn to the hopeful aspect presented by Mr. 
Ed Devoy, who was a member of the last Mu- 
nicipal Assembly and the author of a sprink- 
ling bill which was so equitable in its pro- 
visions that it passed the Council without any 
opposition. It died, however, in the House of 
Delegates, and one of the methods employed 
to smother it has already been described inthe 
POST- DISPATCH. 

This bill, which was Council Bill No. 68, was 
entitled An Ordimance to provide for sprink- 
ling the streets ofthe city and for paying the 
cost thereof out of the municipal revenue. 

Its provisions were at follows: Section 1. The 
Board of Public Improvements is hereby au- 
thorized and directed to let the work of sprink- 
ling all the streets or parts of the streets of the 
city which are graded or otherwise improved, 
and which lie within 1,000 feet of any distribu- 
tion pipe. The said Board shall establish at 
least ten sprinkling districts and let each dis- 
trict separately, giving to the contractor 
the use of the water from the fire- 
plugs of the city free of charge, 
under such conditions as will interfere as lit- 
tle as possible with the use of the fire plugs 
by the Fire Department. Provided that be- 
fore the said Board of Public Improvements 
shall let the work of sprinkling they shall 
first report to the Municipal Assembly a copy 
of the rules and regulations prescribed by 
them for the use of the fire-plugs, the bounda- 
ries of each of the districts, their estimate 
of the cost of the work of § sprink- 
ling each of the said _ districts, the 
the number of times per day each district shall 
be sprinkled under the proposed rules and 
regulations, and the form of contract. 

Section 2. The first letting shall be made as 
as soon as practicable after the passage of this 
ordinance for the term of one year of sprink- 
ling season. Subsequent lettings shall be 
made on or before the first Monday of January 
and may be foraperiod not exceeding three 
years. 

Section 3, The work ofsprinkling shall be done 
under the supervison of the Street Commis- 
sioner, with such appliances, at such times, 
in such order and under such rules and regu- 
lations as may be presented by the 
Board of Public Improvements, and 
approved by the Council. To enable the 
Street Commissioner to carry out the pro- 
visions of this ordinance and to enforce 
a strict observance of the  speci- 
fications and rules, he is hereby author- 
ized with the approval of the Mayor to 
appoint a Superintendent of Sprinkling, who 

hall receive an annual sal of $1,500, and 
shall give bond in the sum of $5,000 for the 
faithful performance of his duties. The cost 
of the above work shall be paid out of the 
municipal revenue appropriated for street- 
sprinkling. 

Mr. Devoy was called upon for an expres- 
sionon the street sprinkling question. He 
didn’t have to be asked twice, in fact he inter- 
rupted the interrogatory by exclaiming: 

„What do I think about it? I believe the 
Post- DISPATCH is engaged in the noblest re- 
form that was ever attempted in this city. It 
is the grandest because it is 80 
complete, it takes in all classes and conditions 
of men. It will give the rich and the poor the 
same biessing, which in St. Louls is 
the greatest in city life. Probably the

evening can sit out in front of their homes, 
palatial or humble, and smoke a cigar or pipe, 
without being blinded and stified by clouds of 
dust. ; 

The present plan of sprinkling besides be- 
ing ‘irregular and unsatisfactory,’ as the 
Board of Public Improvements says, 
is a constant source of dad feel- 
ing all over the city. It is 
an absolute destroyer of neighborly good 
will and harmony. Let me explain how. 
Jones pays for sprinkling in front 
ot his house. Smith, next door, 
won't. No matter how much water Jones 
gets, the dust will Be just as thick in front of 
Smith’s house, and what's the out- 
come? Jones finds that his payment 
for sprinkling is made useless by 
the obstinacy of Smith. And so bad blood is 
excited, the families don’t speak, and ene- 
mies are made, Sometimes half a 
dozen residents oof a block want 
sprinkling. The rest don’t, and the 
sprinkling antocrat stands off, pushes the 
crown back on his head and says: ‘Every- 
body or nobody. I can’t afford to sprinkle 
for a halt a dozen.’ Thus the six 
consider the resta lot of mean-spirited, nar- 
row-minded fellows, they air their opinions 
probably, and the foxes tails are set afire and 
the fire spreads through the blocks. 

But how about the cost of sprinkling to 
the city?’’ 

„Well, I will cite one plan, 
say I am not going into the sprink- 
ling business. I have got a good 
enough business for me now andI am not go- 
ing togiveitup. Besides, I wouldn’t do it 
now, anyway, for a million dollars, 
as everybody would say 1 advo- 
cated sprinkling last winter to give 
myselfachance. Let us look at this plan. In 
every ward there are from one to twelve re- 
tail coal dealers. These dealers have 
substantially nothing to do in summer, and as 
each one has from one to fifty head of stock, 
he would be mighty glad to get a 
chance at sprinkling, which would not 
put him to the necessity of pasturing his ani- 
mals. Suppose the city is divided into thirty 
or forty districts. Each one of these dealers 
would take one district. Again, suppose a 
dealer had two teams. He could send these 
teams out and they would sprinkle one round, 
and if there were any light hauling 
of coal to do th could do it de- 
tween the sprinkling runs. There would 
need be no fear of these men not doing their 
work properly. They would be under con- 
tract, andifthey didn’t do their work right 
the Stgeet Commissioner couid call in an- 
other sprinkler and have him do it at the 
delinquent’s cost. 

Have you studied this plan much?“ 

Well. indeed Ihave. I have got figuras on 
it that cannot be refuted. They will be 
brought before the Municipal Assembly, and I 
will defy anybody to refute them. Mr. 
Mansfield’s figures, published in the 
POST-DISPATCH, suppose that the city 
furnishes its own plant, horses, wagons, har- 
ness, etc. They are correct in every particu- 
lar. My figures have nothing to do with a 
plant, and the city can just hire the 
work done and thus save the city $200,000 or 
$300,000. The fact of these retail dealers being 
out ot work in summer will make them take 
the job for a song.

JUDGE LUBKE THROWS OUT THE WOOD- 
WARD RAILROAD CONTRACT CASE. 


a Demurrer Sustained on the Grounds of 
Champerty and Laches — The School 
Beard’s Motion in the Election Man- 
damus Proceeding—A Passenger’s Griev- 
ance Against the Citizen’s Railway 
Company—New Suits Filed To-Day. 


Judge Lubke to-day rendered a decision 
sustaining the demurrer to the petition in the 
suit ot John M. Woodward against the Mis- 
souri Pacific Railway Company. Mr. Wood- 
ward sought to compe! the company to per: 
form an alleged contract of five 
years since for the organization of a rail- 
road company to take out a charter 
and construct a railroad on the Frisco sur- 
veyed line from Pacific, Franklin County, to 
St. Louis. The particulars of this alleged 
contract have already been published. The 
Missouri Pacific Company's undertakings 
were upon consideration that Mr. Woodward 
would prove that the Frisco Railway Company 
had forfeited all charter rights for the 
construction of a road between Pacific and St. 
Louis, and that it had no right to condemn 
lands for right of way, and that Mr. Wood- 
ward would resist the Frisco Company's 
efforts to condemn a tract of land west of 
Barret’s Station. 

Judge Lubke holds that the contract is 
prima facie illegal as to the Missouri 
Pacific Company because it does not appear 
that the railroad corporation has been invested 
witb express authority to organize another 
corporation. The contract also savors of 
champetry, as it is in effect an undertaking by 
Woodward for a money reward to furnish 
proofs for use in suits to be brought. 
A contract based upon such a 
consideration lacks that valuable considera- 
tion necessary to support a decree for specific 

erformance. Courts of chancery will never 
end their aid to declare a’ forfeiture, and in 
this casea decree is asked to compel pro- 
ceedings to declare a forfeiture of supposed 
rights of the ’Frisco Railroad Company. 
Again it is not practicable for the court to su- 
perintend the construction of a line of rail- 
road for forty miles. Courts by mandamus or 
mandatory injunction will compel an existing 
railway corporation to furnish depot privi- 
leges or make switch connections because 
such corporations already chartered with 
33 granted by the State are quasi pub- 

c. 


Mr. Woodward’s petition is also defective, on 
the ground of laches. A ones of five years 
may have changed the condition of the parties 
so that for such delay and change alone the 
Chancellor would, in the exercise of his dis- 
cretion, be justifiedin withholding a decree 
and compel the plaintiff to be satisfied with an 
action at law for damages. The demurrer is 
sustained. 


The School Board’s Motion. 


A motion to quash the writ of mandamus 
sought by Sheehan and others taxpayers to 
compel the School Board to order an election 
by reason of the changes inthe ward bound- 


aries was entered this morningin Judge Val- 
liant’s court. Leo Rassieur, attorney 
for the board filed the document and 
it will be brought up for hearing on law day. 
The board moves to quash the writ because 
the petition and writ do not state facts sum 
cient to warrant the issuance of the writ; be- 
cause the petition does not state a demand for 
the election nor u refusal of the directors to 
order an election; because there is no allega- 
tion in the petitlon that the ti- 
tioners have no other specific in al 
remedy; because it does not appear from the 
petition nor from the writ that any obiigation 
or duty was imposed by law onthe directors 
to order the election; because it does not ap- 
pear from the petition thatthe directors have 
— to do any duty enjoined upon them by 
aw. 


Landlord and Tenant. 


Judge Lubke to-day overruled the motion 
for new trial in the suit of John C. McNamara 
against Otto Claus. This was a controversy 
between landlord and tenant. The tenant 


wholly ceased occupancy of the premises 
in question before a new month began, 
andthe landlord took exclusive possession 
and control. The Supreme Court has held 
that the abandonment of a tenantis ipso fac- 
to a restoration of the landlord’s occupancy, 
and that the tenant is discharged when he has 
surrendered the premises and the landlord 
has accepted them and placed another person 
in actual possession. Change of possession 
by mutual consent amounts to a surrender by 
operation of law, and legally terminates the 
tenancy. 


Gaven vs. Allen. 


Judge Lubke to-day sustained the demurrer 
to the petition in the suit of Ellen Gaven 
against W. R. Allen. Mrs. Gaven complained 
that Mr. Allen agreed to purchase from her 


the remises 1110 South 
street for $5,250. He paid $1 
earnest money and received. possession, 
but declined to accept the deed offered by Mr. 
Gaven, because he was not satisfied that the 
deed gave him a good title. The controversy 
arose over the construction of the will of An- 
thony Gaven, the husband, who died in 
County Mayo, Ireland, in 1880, devising to his 
wife certain estates and farming property 
Ireland. The Court holds that the demurrer 
should be sustained because the will, which 
gives the widow the: power to sell and con 
in fee, is limited to the specific estates named, 
and does not include other property, which 
was devised by the residuary clause.

The productions of tragedy 
with special scenery, fine casts; the melo- 
dramas with new scenery and mechanical ef- 
fects and full companies; the best comic opera 
and spectacular organizations, and any dra- 
matic company without special scen the 
salary list of which is large; they are 
attractions which must go to 
the wall. Traveling is made impos- 
sible for them under old conditions 
andif the railroads insist on their present 
rulings with regard tofares and excess of 
baggage, one of several results is inevitable. 
Either the companies must be chegpened and 
all become fly-by-night attractions or the good 
companies will confine themselves to afew 
Cities near together and will play longer en- 
gagements, and the country at large will 
be left to the mercy ofthe mean attractions.

The time is past when 
ven the absolutely unscientific can either ridi- 
ule or affect entire ignorance of the evolu- 
tion ofspeciesas asubject of study and con- 
Wersation. The great works of the earlier 


theorists which were cast aside fifteen years 


ago alike by the thoughtful and the thought- 
less as either unworthy of consideration or 
Only fit subjects for ridicule, are now read 
‘with respectful attention and viewed in their 
Proper light as guides to the more advanced 
thought ot the writers of to-day. The subject 
itecif, which commenced (to borrow 


one of the forcible gospel illustrations) as a 


grain of mustard seed, a single idea or theory 
which yet involved the entire world of life 
and nature, has now spread into a great tree, 
‘with innumerable branches stretching out in 
every direction, each of which requires as 
much thought, research, and labor as the. 
single original idea. 

In the work under consideration, which is a 
reprint, with additions of some articles re- 
cently published in the ‘‘Nineteenth Century“ 
Herbert Spencer deals with one of these 
branches. First of all he takes a brief review 
of the various scientific opinions relating to 
this origin of species, which have lived and 
died within the memory of men now living. 
Quoting from a lecture by Prof. Huxley he re- 
marks: 

One and twen years ago the dominant 
view of the past history ofthe earth was catas- 

ic. Great and sudden a revolu- 
tions, wholesale creations an extinctions 
of living — on were the ordinary machin- 
ery of the geological epic, brought into fash- 
ion by the misapplied genius of Cuvier. 

It was gravely maintained and taught that 
the end of every geological epoch was signal- 
ized by a cataclysm by which every living be- 
ing on the globe was swept away, to be re- 
placed by a brand new creation when the 
world returned to quiescence. A scheme of 
nature, which appeared to be modeled on the 
likeness of a succession of rubbers of whist, 
at the end of each of which the players upset 
the table and called for a new pack did not 
geem to shock anybody. 

A large majority of scientific and thinking 
persons, as well as many who were neither, 
accepted the above theory, but there were 
some who were dissatisfied with the popular 
conception. Of thess the great majority, 
while maintaining that organic evolution has 

en place, sought to explainit by the state- 
ment that the cause of organic evolution is 

‘fan impulse, supernaturally imparted to 
the forms of life, advancing them * * 
“through grades of organization.’’ A third 
Party, rejecting the ‘‘impulse’’ theory ad- 
vanced the hypothesis, that the prompting 
of desires or wants prodnced growths of the 
parts subserving them; the modification of 
etructures resulting from modification of 
functions. They recognized as the sole 
process in organic development the adapta- 
tion of parts and powers consequent on the 
effects of use ana disuse; that continual 
molding and remolding of organisms to suit 
their circumstances is brought about by direct 
converse with such, circumstances. 

Apropos of this last hypothesis, which is the 
most scientific of the three, inasmuch as it in- 
volves a considerable element of established 
truth, Mr. Spencer argues that while a portion 
of the truth is held by the advocates of this 
doctrine, there is a vast array of facts for 
which this cause cannot with any reason be 


assigned. 
For example, with.regard to animals— 


Though we haveproof that by rough usage 
the dermal layer may be so excited as to pro- 
duce a greatly thickened epidermal layer, 
sometimes quite horny; and though it is a 
feasibie hypothesis that an effect of this kind 
persistently produced may be inherited, yet 
— such cause can explain the carapace of the 
turtle, the armor of the armadillo, or the 
imbricated covering of the manis. The 
gkins of these animals are no more 

sed to habitual hard usage than are those 
The strange ex- 
ecrescences which distinguish the heads of 
hornbills cannot possibly have arisen from 
‘any reaction against the action of surround- 
ing forces, for even were they clearly pro- 
tective there is no reason to suppose that the 
heads of these birds need protection more 
than the heads of other birds. 

As with animals, so with plants: 

By what direct effect of function on stryc- 
ture can the ot anythave been evolved? 
Or how can s@ueeds*Which contain essen- 
‘tial oils, rendering them unpalatable to birds, 
have been made to secrete such essential oils 


Dy these actions of birds which they restrain? 


Or how can the delicate plumes borne by some 
seeds, and giving the wind power to watt 
them to new Stations, be due to any immediate 
finfluencesof surrounding condition. Clearly 
in these and in countless other cases change 
‘of structure cannot have been directly caused 


dy change of function. 


Rejecting, therefore, almost without excep- 
tion, the various propositions advarted by 
‘the scientists of thirty years ago, Mr. Spencer- 
‘turns to the justly celebrated Origin of 
Species,’’ and proves therefrom four distinct 
‘hypotheses. I. That while it is inconceivable 
that certain changes would have been pro- 


duced by accumulated efforts of function or 


‘structure; yet it is ‘conceivable that succes- 
give selections of favorable variations might 
have produced them. The ‘‘survival of the

I. By the establishment of favorable varia- 


tons there may arise new parts. III. Accord- 


ing to the greater or smaller demands made 
on this or that limb the muscles moving it 
may be augmented or diminished in bulk;

The volume gives very copious descriptions 
of the country,’ its geography, its rivers and 
mountains, ite products, the life and manners 
ofthe people, resources and prospects, and 
represents the honest report of an intelligent 
observer who has no motive to tell anything 
but the truth, no matter whether speaking of 
the Emperor or of the slaves, of the megnifi- 
cent scenery or of the malignant yellow fever 
which is one of the standard topics in Brazil. 

Describing the yellow fever, Mr. Andrews 
remarks later on that this devil is not 
one-half so black as he is painted. With 
his family, the author passed three con- 
secutive hot seasons in the city with- 
out any of the party being attacked. 
The consular office was in the level business 
center and was sometimes visited by seamen 
in the incipient stage of the disease, yet 
no infection was given or taken. Apropos of 
the treatment, the following observations 
occur: 

The yellow fever is not necessarily a fatal 
disease unless there be inherent weakness of 
the constitution. The great preventives are 
to avoid excess in respect to exposure, fatigue 
and diet. The first remedies are important 
yet simple. As soon as one has the symp- 
toms, which are severe pain in the head and 
back, the approved practice is to go to bed 
take a big dose of castor oil, an 
after that has had effect aconite 
in water to produce sweat. Good nursin 
andespecially watching in the night, with 
frequent ice and milk and iced seltzer water 
are important. Most frequently the fatal 
cases are where single men or others lodge in 
apartments alone and become very ill before 
any friend or acquaintance knows their con- 
dition. Idonot think much confidence is felt 
at Rio in the system of inoculation against 
yellow fever, which is but slightly in vogue 
there. 

A practice which strikes Americans as novel 
is the carrying of immense burdens on the 
head. A cooper’s 15-year-old apprentice lad 
will think nothing of bearing on his head six 
empty ten-gallon hard-wood kegs, bound in 
one package. African porters will carry on 
their heads bags of coffee weighing 132 
pounds each, while six of them will march 
along in step with a piano on their heads, 
which they may be carrying a couple of miles. 

Some interesting information is given re- 
specting the Emperor Dom Pedro II., of 
which the following is an abridgement: 


Don Pedro II., Emperor of Brazil, is 6 feet 
tall and weighs 180 pounds. Being now up- 
wards of 60 years of age, he is not, of course, 
so sentimental a man as when, thirty years or 
80 ago, he used to talk to American travelers 
about our poets. During his long reign there 
have been some provincial rebellions and 
some local turmoils, but the Emperor has al- 
ways shown a tact, energy and humanity that 
helped much to restore order, quiet and good 
feeling. Thus, while he has hela the scepter, 
his country has continued to prosper. Its 
vast area has been held intact, and it has be- 
come an important Empire. 

My wife and Ihadthe honor of being pre- 
sented to the Emperor and Empress of Brazil 
atthe Palace of Sao Christovao, some time 
after our arrival, and were graciously received 
by both. As was natural on this occasion, ret - 
erence was made to the Emperor’s visit to the 
United States, and I was glad to assure him of 
his popularity there. Itold him he had many 
friends in the United States. He replied: 
„That is a good record.’’ * % 48 
all the world knows, the Emperor is 
not only a scholar, but a man of great activity. 
He is unwearied in his visits to observe and 
encourage industrial and educational enter- 
prise. If Peter II., Emperior of Brazil, lacks 
some of those great qualities of statesmanship 
which distinguished Peter the Great of Rus- 
sia, he must be admitted to possess great tact 
asaruler. Probably he does not exercise a 
hundredth part of the one-man power that is 
used by the President of the United States. 

When the Emperor goes out in the city he 
always rides in the Imperial carriage, drawn 
by six mules or horses, with a mounted escort 
of eight or ten men, two of whom ride ahead. 
The carriage is always driven rapidly, and the 
Emperor’s coming over the stone pavements 
can be heard some distance off. 
He generally sits bareheaded in the 
carriage, reading, and returns salutations 
with a slight nod. He gives no dinners 
or balls, but is accessible to the public gen- 
erally every Saturday night. Though a man 
of liberal ideas, he fulfilis those religious du- 
ties and ceremonies required by his office. 
One of these is to wash annually the feet of a 
certain number of poor people. Respectable 
persons are selected for this rite, who after 
its performance are treated to a good dinner. 


The author has entered very largely into 
statistics respecting the agricultural and 
mercantile conditions of the country, 
nor has he forgotten the future pros- 
pects of Brazil and the present conditions as 
to race, population and habits of the people. 
Probably the work is as exhaustive and thor- 
ough a synopsis as could be written on Brazil, 
while it can scarcely fail to interest a very 
large and varied assortment of readers.

“CARRYING COALS TO NEWCASTLE.” 


Prof. Geo. Arstingstall Goes to India on a 
Big Elephant Scheme. 


By Telegraph to the Post- DISPATCH. 

NEW YorK, April 16.—Geo. Arstingstall, the 
elephant trainer, ison his way to India on 
one of the most novel missionary enter- 
prises ever undertaken. He sailed from New 
York last Saturday. Every one is fawiliar 
with the development of the education of the 
elephant, from the simple trick of ringing a 
bell or grinding a hand organ that excited 
the wonder of the  cirecus-goers of 
the last generation. How these old-time as- 
semblages would stare atthe antics of the 


performing elephants of the day. Their edu- 
cation now includes such accomplishments as 
dancing, head-balancing, velocipede riding, 
sparring and a long list of other tricks. in- 
deed, they have been taught to do so many 
tricks that there is no further demand for 
educators, and so the professor whose salary 
has greatly exceeded those even of professors 
of bali-playing was confronted with the cold 
fact that he would have to stand a reduction. 
Bat it happened that a snug ion of his 
earnings stuck to his fingers and the professor 
is now independent. oe has determined to 
strike out on a line of experiment that eclipses 
in boldness the carrying of coals to Newcastie. 
He is gone to India to show the people how 
to train the animals that they have used for 
ages as beasts of burden. He does not expect 
to be able to teach them anything in the way 
of additionally utilizing the elephants in 
work, but he is sure that he can show the 
muhouts and the rajahs unsuspected amuse- 
ment and possibilities in the herd of ele- 
phants they use only in such  »prac- 
tical fashion as carrying. The pro- 
fessor first got the idea from the astonish- 
ment shown by the Burmese attendants upon 
the sacred white elephants. He has since 
learned that even this sort of thing is un- 
known in the elephant country. His plan is 
to buy the animals (they only cost $300 there), 
and after educating them a little to sell them 
at a comfortable advance to some nabob who 
can afford to pay for a little amusement. He 
thinks hé can do this over and over again. He 
also proposes to give the Hindoo elephant- 
handlers some points on the breeding of tne 
animals in captivity, which he is said to have 
been the first to accomplish.

In short, the history of the city, and in- 
cidentally of the country, for more than 
three decades has been rhymed into his 
jingles and has been chanted by the 
singers with an energy and a humor that 
has seldom been equaled. To-day it is 
the civil-service movement; last year it 
was Pan-Electric stock; twenty years ago 
it was the Alabama claims. But the scores 
and scores of verse-writers and poetasters 
who have fashioned these rhymes 
have not confined themselves to 

litical history. 7 have gone into the 

istory of society and manners with the 
zest of a Macaulay and left material for 
future Macaulays to weave into a social 
history of our own times. A few years 
ago the versatile Pastor sung of Grecian 
bends and chignons as he now warbles of 
high hats and sealskin sacques. The dis- 
appearance of Billy Moloney was his 
theme a year or 2 months since. 
Fifteen years ago it was the mussin 
Charley Ross. There has not been in al 
these years an important change in the 
fashions, either among men or women, 
tending either to tight trousers or pull- 
back dresses, or in any other direction; 
there has not been a social craze of con- 
siderable proportions, which has devel- 
oped and died away; there has been no 
interesting change in national taste which 
has not been recorded in the singer’s ditty, 


and found its peculiarities mirrored there 


with humorous fidelity. 

That is what singing for thirty years in 
ublicmeans. And that is the meaning of 
he songs of thirty years. At least it is 

part of it. 

He has sung all the songs of the war 
and their echoes haye died away. If he 
sang them to-day they wonld scarcely 
arouse a ripple of feeling. The effect 
these songs once achieved, the enthusiasm 
they excited,is past and gone. What 
would a song like When this Cruel War 
Is Over“ mean tous now? He has sung 
comic songs which once excited roars of 
laughter, but which would * — to us 
now singularly deficient in humor. He 
has sung pathetic ballads that are only re- 

membered now because of the excellent 
parodies which they brought into exist- 
ence. The succession of events in the his- 
tory of a country is marvelous, but more 
wonderful still are these changes in 
thought, in taste, in feeling. The skit 
which throws usinto spasms of laughter 
to-day may fail altogether to disturb the 
equanimity of the next generation. 

All the time I was thinking these things 
the singer was singing about woman, love- 
ly woman; describing how she waits for 
the apprehensive husband returning from 
the club at 2 o’clock in the morning, and 
how she apprehends him; detailing how 
she explores his pockets when he is sound 
asleep, and elaborating on other familiar 
feminine characteristics. How the audi- 
ence exploded at the end of each 
verse! How the humorous references in 
the intermediate lines found response 
and how the boys in the gallery shouted 
and yelled their approbation. The singer 
evidently knew his audience thoroughly 
and hit the bull’s eye every time; and why 
should he not? In his long experience he 
has learned to adapt what he sings with 
certainty to the public taste, let it change 
as it will, and he secures y the same

Discovery of Treasure Trove. 


From the Pall Mall Gazette. 


A singular discovery has been made in 
the establishment of a Dublin auctioneer, 
An old secretaire, or sloped desk, with a 
large number of drawers, was forwarded 
by Mr. John Rigby to Messrs. Lawlors for 
renovation, and one of the workmen 
came across a cunningly contrived secret 
drawer in which treasure’ trove 
was found, and of the existence 
of which the owner was quite 
unaware.

Explanations, 
ofcourse, are poor excuses for defeat, but 
they were to be had by the barrel when the 
White Stockings were whipped in October, 
Kelly, Gore and Dalrymple to the con- 
trary notwithstanding. The primordial 
error was made when the challenge 
from. Chicago was accepted and a 
spring series arranged. The error was scoied, 
however, and it is now too late to erase it 
from the book. The effect of the mistake will 
be felt by the St. Louis Club and the St. Louis 
management in every city in the Union where 
‘base ball is played. In losing the spring se- 
ries the champion! Browns lost 50 per cent
